18,200 Tons Of 
Jap Naval Fleet 
Sent To Bottom 


Washington, March 4 (AP)—Two enemy ships and several 


smaller vessels were destroyed in a sudden surprise attack 
by General Douglas MacArthur's small air force on Japanese 
installations and shipping in Subic bay, north of Bataan, the 
War department announced today. 


Large fires were started on the docks of Olongapo, former 


United States., Naval station in Subic bay, and on Grande 
island, a communique reported. Heavy explosions among 
enemy stores followed the fires. 


One ship of 10,000 tons and another of 8,000 tons were 


destroyed, the department said, and also two motor launches 
of 100 tons each. Many smaller vessels were damaged. 


The text of the communique, No. 133 of the war, based on 


reports received up to 9:30 a. m., EWT: 


Other Ships Damaged 


"1. Philippine theater: 
"In a sudden surprise attack General MacArthur's small 


air force swept over Subic bay destroying -several Japanese 
vessels. Among the enemy ships destroyed were one vessel 
of 10,000 tons, one of 8,000 tons and two motor launches of 
100 tons each.

Philadelphia/ March 4 (AP)—A 


drive to search out scrap materials 
to fUl a vital need in the nation's 
war industries program, was started 
today by the regional office of the 
industrial salvage section of the 
Bureau of Industrial Conservation. 


The War Production board's di- 


vision will operate through commit- 
tees of business leaders in eastern 
Pennsylvania, southern New Jersey, 
Delaware and parts of Maryland 
and New York. 


It is designed to encourage the 


wrecking of machinery, equipment 
and buildings not now in use, to 
locate large accumulations of dor- 
mant scrap and to plan the move- 
ment of the scrap through existing 
channels to smelters, mills and re- 
fineries.

women with a better understanding 
of the issues at stake, a clearer 
judgment as to how to meet those 
issues and sound grounding in the 
great western tradition which we 
are now ^fighting to preserve."

I can think of no good about war 
in*itself, any more than I can think 
there is good to come out of plain 
homicide, which Us illegal every­ 
where and at all times—excepting 
when a war is on.

H e a r s A b o u t P a p e r s 


The history of Gettysburg and 
Adams county newspapers was dis­ 
cussed by Paul L. Roy at the March 
meeting of the Adams County His­ 
torical Society Monday evening. Mr 
Roy exhibited a chart which showed 
the chain of ownership of the vari­ 
ous newspapers, one of which began 
publication in 1800, from the first 
issue to the present time.
